MOTHER PLAYING BINGO, FATHER IN JAIL 


Two Babies Perish in Ontario 
Fire; 8-Year-Old Rescues Four 


SUDBURY, Ont.. June 26 
(BUP)—Two babies were burned 
to death Wednesday night while 
their mother played bingo and 
their father was in jail for 
drunkenness. 

Police said today they were 
considering charges of criminal 
negligence against Mrs. Ger- 
maine Clement, 42, who lost two 
of her 11 children when fire 
razed their farm house 18 miles 
north of here. 


Her husband, Roland, 36, had 


started a 10-day jail term Wed- 
nesday for drunkenness. He told 
the trial judge that “It was so 
hot, I just -had to have a drink, 
and, after the first one, well, you 
know how it is.” 
| He was releas@d from his cell 
to visit the ruins ‘of his home. 
“Mother hasn't been home 
\since Tuesday noontime and she 


left me in charge,” “said eight- 
year-old Pauline Clement, who 
dashed into the flaming home 
four times to descue four broth- 
ers and sisters. 

Jean Clement, age two, and 
Lucienne, six months, perished. 
Their ashes, found on their cots, 
were all that remained today for 
the inquest. 

Four other children were in 
the fields picking strawberries 
for food and the eleventh was in 
Toronto undergoing ~ hospital 
‘reatment. 

The fire started at 8.30 -p.m. 
Pauline! dashed into the house 
four times to bring out Armand, 
7; Marie, 4; Estelle, 3, and Ernest, 
18 months, The eight-year-old 
heroine and Ernest’ both were 
admitted to hospital with second 
degree burns. 

Mrs.(O. St. Jean, a neighbor, 
first noticed the fire. 

“The place was just one big 
blaze,” she said today. “We 


couldn't get near it. 
to let it burn.” 


Police rushed to Sudbury to 
find Mrs. Clement playing bingo. 

Mrs. D. M. Anderson, night 
supervisor of the St. Joseph's 
Hospital here, said Pauline had 
told her that her mother had 
“left me in charge and hasn't 
been home since Tuesday noon- 
time.” 

Mrs. Anderson said the thin- 
faced little girl and the baby 
were both dressed in “practically - 
rags” which Were singed by the 
blaze. 

Pauline told her that the four 
older children had been out pick- 
ing strawberries for food and did 
not know about the fire until it 
was too late to make an attempt 
to rescue the two youngsters who 
perished. 

The cause of the fire was not 
known: Police indicated a full- 
dress investigation would be 
launched immediately.

At the Border

HARDLY a day passes without an inci: 

dent in Berlin, or in the corridors to 
Berlin, or in the vicinity of the Soviet 
military frontiers inside Germany and in 
the Baltic Sea. These incidents seem to 
fall into two majn categories. 

One consists of inci- 
dents started by East 
German and Soviet au- 
thorities in order to 
harass the West Ber- 
liners and to keep them 
reminded that Bonn 
and the Allies cannot 
give them, full protec- 
tion. They are a bit like 
a man away out in the 
jungle who has a big we 
gun to protect him Lippmann 
from the lions but no mosquito netting 
to keep off the insects. 4 

The other category consists of inci- 
dents which are provoked, imagined, 
fabricated or have just happened by ac 
cident, in a border region which is in a 
condition of high tension and extreme 
alert. In such a border region. one can 
never know really whether the incident 
was an act of policy or whether it was 
due to the mistake of an excited or an in- 
efficient subordinate, a mistake which 
for reasons of prestige and policy has to 
be-backed up. 

Until recently the extraordinary thing 
about Berlin has not been how many but 
how few have been the incidents, con- 
sidering the crazy way in which the ul 
friendly forces are scrambled 

The discipline of all the troops has 
been better than anyone had reason to 
count upon, and the way the commanders 
on both sides have. maintained the discip- 
line has been one of.the reasons for hop 
ing the Soviet government was not in 
tending to make the breach irreparable. 
Now, however, we have to take note of a 
change—which suggests at least that it 
is now Soviet policy to make Berlin a 
focal point of trouble. * 

Then there are the incidents in the 
air. They appear to have a pattern. In 
all of them, I think, the Soviet govern- 
ment have argued that their airmen at- 
tacked the plane because it was off-course 
and over the Soviet borders 

It is obvious that they wish it to be 
known to all governments and to ail 
pilots that to fly over Soviet territory 
or near it is very dangerous, The Soviet 
commanders are highly alerted to aerial 
reconnaissance, and obviously they are 
trying both to repel it and to frighten 
it off 

Yet in most, if not all, of these cases 
the plane they shot at or shot down seems 
not to have been off-course. But often 
it has turned out that there has been a 
plane, like the one that was shot at, which 
was admittedly offcourse some short 
time before the incident 


This suggests that the Soviet force 
has orders not only to shoot all planes 
which come across the line or within 
reconnaissance range of specia] military 
works—but also to commit reprisals, to 
attack an innocent plane if they have re 
cently missed a violating plane. 

This increasing military tension in the 
border region is intended to affect Euro 
pean opinion. It is doing just that 

The signature of the Bonn agreemenis 
was.followed by the threat that with 
Soviet help the East German government 
would form an East German army to 
match the West German army which is 
to be raised with our help 

This threat that is bound to be 
taken seriously, which in Europe is taken 
seriously, especially in the light of the 
mounting violence along the partition 
line and around Berlin. As long as the 
troops facing one another in Germany 
are Soviet and Allied. the risk of fighting 
in Germany is controlled by the high 
policies of the great powers 

But: if armed Germans are facing

“secret” about either of them.

Farmer Can Borrow 
More on Mortgage 


Farmers can now borrow up to 
$10,000 on first mortgage and up 
to 312,000 on combined first and 
second mortgage with chattel 
security as the result of amend 
ments to the Farm Loans Act 
passed at the present session of 
parliament. 

Previously the largest possible 
loan was $6,000. 

Under the present amendments, 
the Canadian Farm Loan Board, 
with branch office in New West- 
minster, can lend up to 60 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
land on first mortgage as com- 
pared with 50 per cent. 

Current interest rates are five 
per cent on first mortgage and 
5% per cent on second mortgage. 

The board anticipates a sub 
stantial increase in the demand 
for loans under the new set-up.

tractors’ Association in Vancou- 
| ver today and by mass union ral- 
lies Friday and Saturday. 


Under the plan, the 3,000 strik- 
ing carpenters would get $2.10 
jan hour. They struck for $2.50. 
| The offer also would give them 
double time for overtime and 
room and board on out-of-town 
jobs. 

The strike, which has idled 
5,000 allied workers in the indus- 
try, tied up all construction in 
the affected areas. The shut- 
down was complete when the 
contractors suspended operations 
in retaliation to what they called 
“a hopeless situation.” 


The formula was Proposed to 
the carpenters’ negotiating com- 
mittee and the contractors’ rep- 
resentatives, but was turned 
down. Both groups, however, 
agreed to present it to the rank- 
and-file for approval or rejection.
